The Bank of England, who 
have cauſed many Advertiſments to be inſerted inthe Gazzeres, of furniſhing theFree- 
holders with Money at 5 {. per cent. per Annum, not meeting with one Title in an hun- 
dred that will pleaſe them, have turn'd the Current of their Buſineſs: another way, and 
are ſerting up Banks in Foreign Countries, Icaving the poor Frecholders to ſhift fer 
theinſclves. | | 

The Orphans Bank have {et out an Order to lend Xfoney upon a depofite of Gold or 
Silver, and to diſcount Bills of Exchange ar 3. /. per Cent. per Annums but mention noF 
one word of lending Money on Land-Security. 

In fine, tho all make uſe of that pleaſing and popular Argument, of eaſing the Free- 
holders, and railing the Value of Land, yetnot one fiep hath been taken therein, nor 
mu we expect ever will, ſo long as the Management is in private Hands, and not by 
Perſons appointed eit! er by the publick, or by the Freeholders themſelves; but all that 
hath been faid or promiſed ( it one may have leave tojudge by Mens ACtions ) ſeems 
only a pretence, without the lealt Reality or Þ urpoſe to perform the ſame. Now when 
the Revenue of the Excſe, the Annual [come ſettled ov the Orphans, the Lottery-T ukets, 
the A#nutres for lrves, & indeed almoſt any thing that has but the face ofaSecurity, altho des 
pending on Contingencics, are made uſe of for Funds whereupon to iffue out Bills, and 
have ſome of them actual Credit tor three thmes more than the real Value, it cannot but 
ſcem {trange to any conſidering Man, that the Freehold Eitares of England or rather England 
it ſelf, which all muſt acknowledge to be the very Baſes of thoie Funds ſhould be: diſre- 
garded; and the ifuing out Bills on Land-Security for a far leſs Sum than the Value, 
ſhould be rediculed, and madea Jett ofz yet ſome People have had fo little Senſe as to 
paſs theirCenſures- on my®ropoſals to rheParliament, for ifſuing out Bulls of Credu onLand- 
Security ; and the Fill which was brought in by Mr. Brackman this laft Sefliou by Order 
of the Honourable the Houſe of Comfnons, entituled, An Af for the improvement of the 
Freehold Eilates of England, and the encouragement of Trade, and which was referred . to a 
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Committee who made a conſiderable Progreſs therein, was by ſome Perſonsoppoſed, 
for no other Reaſon as I could ever hear of, but becauſe it would have been prejudicial ro 
their particular Intereſts. I did theretore once deſign to have Printed a Breviate of the | 
ſaid Bill, that all Perſons might have ſecn whether the ſane was reaſonable or practicable; 
but upon farther Conſideration I forbore it, finding tov many led more by Humour 
than Reaſon, and that they will not believe any thing pollible to be done, untill they ſee 
it effected. I ſhall therefore ( being encouraged io to doe by ſeveral Ferions of great 
Worth )- reduce the fame into practice, and to lay the Foundation of 'a Narzonal Bank 
(and probably the greateſt Bink in the World ) fo far as it 1s capable ot being done, with - 
out the Aſſiſtance of an A& of Parliament; {ill ſubmitting the ſame to ſuch Regulations, 
Alterations, or Amendments, as the great Council of the Kingdom fhall in their Wildom 
at any time hereafter think needful to make, 

Some perhap3 who are defirous to keep the Freetolders Necks fiill under the Servile 
Yoke of 6 l. per Cent. per Annum Intereſt, beſides other Charges, which with the 
Taxes hath eaten up ſeveral of their Eftates, may make trivial Objections againſi theſe 
any Propoſals, and demand where will the Money be found to anſwer the Bills ot Credit? 
But I doe not think my {elf obliged to acquaint every impertinent Querift with the Me- 
thods I have to propoſe for raifing » Fund of Money : it 1s ſuthcient I have hitherto born 
the whole Charge ot proſecuting this Buſineſs, which when accomplifhed will be ſo 
greatly for the Frecholders Advantage, and w/l more than donble the Value of their Eſtates. 
All thatI defire of the Freeholders 1s, that they will enable me to do it by ſubicrihing, 
and ſettling their Eſiates in Truſt upon credible and ſubſtantial Perſons of their own nam- 
ing, and to chooſe lome from among themſelves to pur in practice thoſe Methods [ 
have tolay before them, ſo far forth as they ſhall appear agreeable to Realun and no

ings, &'c. which cats into the very heart and Bowels of his Eftate, And far this Reaſon 
Gentlemen whoſe Eſtates arc in Land, have but little! (if any) Credit for their Eſtates, 
being (as hath been obſerved) « Deed Sock, upan which they cannot raiſe Money, but 
with great Charge and Difficulty, none care to truſt them, becauſe it does not appear how 
they ſhall be payed : For ſuppole a Gentleman be ſuperlatively honeſt, and willing to 
diſcharge his Obligations, yet the Nature af his Eſtate (if it be m Land) is ſuch, that 
if his Debts are greater than his yearly Income will diſcharge, he is uncapable of paying 
them, unleſs he engages his Land, which beſides the Charge, ' does often terminate jn 
the ruin of him and his Eſtate. | ND E | 
Another Reaſon of this Inequality, is the different Tempers of the Landed and the 
Monied-Men occaſioned in ſome Meaſure, from the different Circumftances of their 
Eſtates; for Gold and Silver, tho living-Stocks, yet lying in. the . Cheſt, are dead 
Eſtates : being no longer profitable than when they are circulating, which puts the 
Monied-Men upon Exexcifing their Wits, making them ſharp and quick. ſighted, and 
ready to lay hold ofany Thing that offers which may tend to their Advantage. Fox In- 
ftance, when the Parliament paſſedan Act,granting a Bank to the Subſcribers of 12 0o0coo |. 
no ſooner were the Books 1a1d open to receive Subſcriptions, but the fame was filled up 
in 100r 12 Days ſpace; nota Fund is ſettled þy Parliament, but if a Million or more in 
Money be wanting, it is preſently raifed, and paid in by the Monied- Men upon the leaft 
Encouragement, and without asking many Queſtions: by which Means, ſeveral of 
them have raiſed conſiderable Eſtates fince the War began. On the other Hand, the 
Landed. Men living commonly remote from,and conſequently beingStrangers toBuſineſ, 
are contented with the Product of theirLand,and if they can keep bothEnds together they 
think they do well, and take little or no care of farther Improvements; which makes them 
commonly regardleſs of, and deaf untoall. Propoſals that are made for the advancing their 
Eſtates. And tho they ought not to be blamed for a prudent Cautiouſnels,how they ems 
baraſs themſelves, or their Eftates with Things they do not underſtand, being ſenhble 
how difhcult it 1s to get clear when they are ence incumber'd; yet I think ſuch again 
gre very much wanting to themlelves who reje& every Offer that is made them for their 
en hgars o without examining whether 1t be reaſonable, or whether they may fafcly 
cloſe with it. | 
Having briefly enquired into the Cauſes, I hall proceed to ſhew the Unreaſonableneſs 
of this laequality, which I will do by a pou and familiar Inſtance or Example, 
| Suppoſe then A hath an Ingot of Gold worth 1080 /. B hath a Bar of Silver worth as 
much, and C hath 100 Acres of Land of the like value; the Gold or Silver in one entire 
piece is uſeleſs, and will yeild no Profit or Advantage to 4 or B, while the 100 Acres of 
Land which C hath in one entire piece or parcel yield him Paſture for Cattle. Timber, 
Fire-wood, &c. without any Charge beſtowed upon it. Now what Rational Man will 
not prefer the 100 Acres of Land before the Gold or Silver, which will produce more 
Profit to the Proprietor than 10000 ſuch Barrs or Ingors? the one being a living, the 
other dead Eſtates. And therefore any Perſon who knew not to what uſes Gold and Sil- 
ver are converted, would deubtleſs believe C ro be our of his Senſes, to borrow of 4 or B 
one half of the ſaid Gold, or Silver, and te make over his 1690 Acres of Land for Security | 
to reſtore the ſame, and to give 30 /. per Aunum for the uſe of it, beſides other Charges 3 
and yerthisis the conſtant and daily practice of all fuch, who take up Money upon the Se- 
curity of their Eftates. Now if we examine into the Reaſon thereof, itisno more than this: 
The Legiſlative Power hath made Gold and Silver tobe the only. Medium of Trade and 
Commerce, and hath thereby turned thoſe which before were dead Commodities into. liv- 
ing Stocks,which for the greater Convenience of Trade are carried to the Mint, where they 
axe divided into ſeveral needful Parts, and the Stamp of Authority impreſſed upow them;

with to raiſe ſuch a Sum out of their Eftates, yet none will quettion his Bill for 5 times ſuch 
a Sum, when he is ſatisfied he hath an Eſtate ſettled, upon which he may have 150091, 
at an Hour's warning it being an undoubted Truth, that none have ſo much Credu as 
thoſe who fland m leaft need of uz and therefore it was well obſerved by the Pact.
